VIENNA,  May  17  (UPI) — Austrians  began  making 
tentative  plans  today  to  host  a summit  meeting  early  next 
month  between  President  Kennedy  and  Soviet  Premier  Ni- 
kita S.  Khrushchev. 

While  there  was  no  official  confirmation  of  the  meeting, 
government  sources  expressed  delight  that  Vienna  was  men- 
tioned as  the  likely  site.  June  4 was  considered  a probable 
date. 

AUSTRIAN  NEWSPAPERS  headlined  the  reports  that 
the  two  leaders  planned  an  informal  conference  here,  and 
welcomed  the  possibility  that  neutral  Austria  might  contrib- 
ute to  top-level  international 
understanding. 

Foreign  Minister  Bruno  _Krei- 
sky  and  Chancellor  Alfons  Gor- 
bach  said  the  Austrian  govern- 
ment would  be  “very  pleased’ 
to  act  as  host.  Kreisky  said  the 
projected  meeting  would  “prove 
the  increasing  international  con- 
fidence  in  Austria 

GOVERNMENT  sources  said 
the  government  would  limit  its 
official  activities  to  a welcome 
to  Kennedy  and  Khrushchev  by 
Gorbach  and  President  Adolf 
Schaerf, 

The  Austrian  government  was 
prepared  to  put  several  build- 
ings at  the  disposal  of  the  U.  S. 
and  Soviet  delegations,  although 
it  was  believed  likely  that  any 
talks  would  be  held  in  the  U.  S. 
and  Soviet  embassies. 

SOME  OFFICIALS  voiced 
concern  that  the. meeting  would 
come  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Vienna  Music  Festival  when 
thousands  of  tourists  occupy  all 
available  hotel  rooms  here.

Laos  Cease-Fire 
Gets  U.S.  ‘Bah’ 
As  Reds  Violate 

GENEVA,  May  17  (UPI)  — ' 
The  United  States  called  today 
for  a strengthened,  veto-free 
control  commission  to  enforce 
the  cease-fire  in  Laos,  where  the 
rebels  and  the  pro-Western  gov- 
ernment were  reported  to  have 
agreed  to  try  to  form  a coali- 
tion regime. 

Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk 
complained  bitterly  of  repeat- 
ed Communist  violations  of  the 
cease-fire  despite'  the  present 
control  commission’s  report  five 
days  ago  that  the  truce  was 
“generally  effective.” 

RUSK  INSISTED  that  the 
Communists  shoud  not  have  the 
power  to  veto  decisions  of  the 
reinforced  control  commission 
which  he  said  should  be  formed.
